The main Swell is a brick chamber with shutters in front, three inches in thick- 
ness; part of the Pedal organ is also enclosed in this box. 


The action of Great and Choir organs is pneumatic , and worked by attenuated air. 


The Swell and Pedal organs have tubular pneumatic action on a new principle, 
using partial vacuum and plenum of air. The draw-stop action is entirely tubular 
pneumatic, using attenuated air only. All the draw-stop combinations, worked by 
pistons or pedals, are interchangeable, and can be altered at pleasure. 


The main bellows, blown by two hydraulic engines, made by Watkins and 
Watson, are in a separate portion of the basement, and there are 17 reservoirs for 
the various pressures of wind in the several departments of the Organ, besides three 


reservoirs for attenuated air. 


The Vox Humana and all the Harmonic stops were made by Messrs. Abbey, of 
Versailles, near Paris. The Hohl flote and Viol di Gamba were obtained from 


Germany.
